As the allied Macedonian offensive continues to de­ 
velop, the impression grows that an important major ope­ 
ration may have been begun there. The front there is al­ 
most shut off from the world except for official reports 
and these giving only a few bare details. The attack 
launched Sunday is stiff going on and gaining important 
ground east of Monastic 
American, French and British forces on the western 
front in France have been earning out "nibbling” tactics 
for the last few days and have won local tactical successes 
at various points. The victory of Marshal Foch’s cam­ 
paign since July 18 may indicate that the allies will not 
hesitate long before striking a new blow somewhere along 
the front. 
Gains in Macedonia. 
Paris, Sept. 18.—Allied forces on the" Macedonian 
front have penetrated to a depth of nearly four and a half 
miles on a front of fifteen and one-half miles and have cap­ 
tured 4,000 prisoners, according to an official statement 
by the war office. 
St Quentin British Objective. 
London, Sept 18.—The British this morning attacked 
northwest of St Quentin, according to an official repost 
received at the war office this forenoon. Holnon Village, 
three miles northwest of St. Quentin, has been captured 
by the British, Field Marshal Haig reports. A German at­ 
tack last evening under heavy artillery protection at 
Mouevres, resumed in the British being pushed to the 
western outskirts of the village.

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DEFENSE COUNCILS TO ASSIST 
IN DETECTION OF DESERTERS 
Oklahoma City, Okla., Sept. 18.— 
(Special)—At the request of the War 
Department all county counsijs will 
aid in the detection of deserters from 
the army and draft evaders, including 
registrants who .have failed to file 
questionnaires or appear for physi­ 
cal examinations or otherwise com­ 
ply with the selective 
service law. 
Strange men in uniform will be in­ 
vestigated whose presence is not ful­ 
ly accounted for. The cases of un­ 
known civilians of draft age without 
registratioq cards will be investigat­ 
ed. Army deserters should be deliv­ 
ered to military posts for disposition 
and draft deserters will be reported 
to the local agent of the department 
of justice. 


GERMANS DISBAND 
108 BATTALIONS. 
With American Army in Lorraine, 
Sept. 18.—Onte hundred 
and 
eight 
German infantry battalions, equiva­ 
lent to twenty divisions, have been 
disbanded, it is learned, id order to 
fill the gap made by the past year’s 
fighting. Women and boys are being 
called to the auxiliary service to re­ 
place the men. Five thousand women 
have already been mobilized for this 
purpose and boys of 14 are being 
utilized. 
Captured officers say that Germany 
is virtually tired of the war and nft 
longer hopes to do more than keep 
what is its own.

From Sergt. Marion F. Taylor. 
This is one of the most beautiful 
places I ever saw. Everything is so 
different from the U. S. A. The towns 
are so old the houses are covered 
with rocks or moss and nave great 
stalls around them. You can go out 
across the country and can’t see any 
frame houses. The people all live in 
towns and small villages. The place 
I am stationed was built in the four­ 
teenth century so you can imagine 
what it looks like. In times past two 
or three men owned the whole coun­ 
try and the people still hold on to the 
old time rules. 
From L. L. Midton. 
The following is from a marine to 
his uncle aud aunt, Frank Withers 
wife. He was stationed at Prison Is­ 
land when the letter was written. 
I am doing fine here, have gained 
ten pounds. I think Uncle Frank has 
picked a good branch of the service 
to eftter. Almost anything is better 
than the army. In the navy a fellow 
gets to travel around and is fed so 
much better than In the army. We 
sure are fed good here. It is almost 
like eating at home. 
“I went “over the top” and killed 
several “Germans.” The trenches 
were real, but the “Germans” were 
dummies. Have been taking boxing 
lessons and bayonet drill. Boxing les­ 
sons, bayonet drill and physical ex­ 
ercise take up most of our time as 
we have had about all the marching 
we have to do, except in parade. We 
parade every morning except Satur­ 
day and Sunday, and on Tuesdays 
and Thursdays we have sunset pa­ 
rade. 
Monday we had rifle inspection. 
The fellows who had oil 
on their 
guns were unlucky. 
The inspector 
would take the oil off the guns and 
paint the fellows' faces with it. I 
happened to be lucky enough to have 
a clean rifle.

We have lots of fun counting our 
money in centimes and trying to talk 
this lingo they put out, bqt that Is 
fine amusement. I don't think it will 
take me long to pick it up.

I reached 
in my pocket and got a penny and 
held it out, and half a dozen kids run 
up and had a scramble reaching for 
it. Finally, we stopped and fell out to 
rest. Here came the mothers with all 
kinds of nuts to sell. We bought nuts 
from them, and actually their kids 
would come right in behind them and 
beg for the nuts. You give the nuts 
to them and they will put them back 
in the basket for their mothers to sell 
again. 
The people are 
very 
commonly 
dressed, and almost all wear wooden 
shoes. 
Most all of the houses are 
built of stone, and in this one house 
they live and keep their horses,dows, 
hogs, chickens and everything else 
they have.

Marcel 
Levie, a blood kin of Napoleon I., 
wears as marks of his two and a half 
years of active 
service 
with 
the 
French army seven wound stripes, 
five service stripes, the emblem of the 
Legion of Honor, the French War 
Cross, the British military cross, the 
cross of St. Stanislaus ,the Regiment­ 
al Fauragere apd the bar pin of gal­ 
lantry. 
Lieut. Levie, who was 
born 
23 
years ago in Normandy of a family 
that hailed from Corsica, is visiting 
America to tell what France has suf­ 
fered in the war. 
“And already I am part American, 
for I purchased a new glass eye in 
new York,” he told the crowds at the 
big war exposition in progress here. 
“Various wounds have reduced 
my 
sight to four per cent and ended my 
chances of returning to battle.” 
It was at Champagne in 1914 that 
the first bullet bored into Lieut. Le- 
vie’s arm. 
Three months later at 
Argonne two dum-dums removed a 
piece of his shoulder, and in the Feb­ 
ruary following 
a 
hand 
grenade 
sprinkled into hi3 face and loaded 
his legs while he was charging qver 
No Man’s Land. 
He staggered along blindly and fell 
over an embankment a few yards 
from the German frenches. There he 
remained for ten hours and during 
lulls in the battle the Gerthans took 
pot shots at the French “corpse” un­ 
til his uniform fell off in shreds. He 
was rescued later 
and 
in 
seven 
months was back fighting in Flan­ 
ders, where stretcher bearers again 
gathered him up to have-gas drained 
from his lungs. 
On Christmas day, 1915, a cluster 
of bullets paralyzed his left side. He 
staggered into the German trenches 
and for three months was a prisoner, 
wandering about demented. 
Finally 
there was an exchange of wounded, 
a Bd in February of 1916 Levie was 
on the battle front again at Verdun. 
But shrapnel ripped out his left eye 
and closed his right, and he received 
a bullet in the back at short range. 
He lay in a shell hole four days be­ 
fore being rescued. 
Then I realised, with great men­ 
tal pain, that n%r part of the fighting 
was over,” he said.

SELLIN! RUSSIAN INTO 


(By the Associated Press) 
Washington. Sept. 
18.—German 
trickery is 
breaking 
the Ukraine 
away from the bought-and-paid-for 
Bolsheviki government plots against 
loyal Russian 
soldiers 
and 
their 
leaders to insure complete German 
sway After the false peace conference 
a t Brest-Litovask and further evi­ 
dence of the precautions of the Teu­ 
tons against Bolsheviki preaching in 
their own ranks, are shown in today's 
installment of secret documents from 
Russia made public by the United 
States government. 
Communications written in Janu­ 
ary disclose that the Bolsheviki were 
fully informed of what the Germans 
were doing in the Ukraine, and knew 
that peace treaties with the Ukraine 
and Roumania were coming. They al­ 
so learned quickly enough that Ger­ 
many 
was 
disposing 
of 
their 
hopes to see their revolutionary pro­ 
paganda take root on German soil. 
Notes frojn the 
German 
intelli­ 
gence sefy A to Trotsky, the com­ 
missar 6%' foreign attalrs, show first 
that a Turk with a Russian passport 
was sent to Petrograd to keep watch 
Aver the Russian commander-in-chief 
and that a month afterwards, late In 
February, removal of the command­ 
er-in-chief, General Bonch Bruevick, 
was demanded. Bruevick, whose con­ 
tinuance in the position was partic­ 
ularly no longer desirable" to the 
Germans, was turned out and Gener­ 
al Parski, named by the German in- 
tellipense service, was appointed to 
command the Petrqgrad district. 
Another note from the intelligence 
service complains that "the agents 
sent to kill Generals Kaledlne, Bog­ 
aevsky and Alexiff, were cowardly, 
noil-enterprising people. 
This tame 
document shows that as long ago as 
December, 1917, former German prig 
oners of war were being dressed in 
Russian uniform to fight loyal Rus­ 
sian soldiers. 
The significance of the documents 


is discussed in notes by Edgar Sis­ 
son, who brought the documents out 
of Russia for the committee on Pub­ 
lic information. 
Plot for a Shameful Peace. 
Germany made its Russian peace 
with its own puppet government, the 
misnamed council of People’s Com­ 
missars, the president of which 
is 
Vladimir UU anuv (Lenin) the for­ 
eign minister of which 
was 
Leon 
Trotsky, and 
the 
ambassador 
of 
which to Germany is A. Joffe. Ger­ 
many made this peace harder upon 
the Russian people as punishment to 
the ambition of its tools in seeking 
to become too powerful aud in hop­ 
ing for a little while not only that 
Russia would be delivered over to 
them, but that they oould> double- 
cross their masters by turning a sim­ 
ulated German revolution into a real 
one^ 
. 
But their craftiness was a toy in 
the hands of rough German force. 
Germany was actually double-cross­ 
ing them by negotiating with. the 
Ukrainian Rada at the moment they 
dreamed they were 
tricking 
Ger­ 
many. 
Germany, however, did not discard 
the Bolsheviki leaders, 
recognising 
their further use in 
the 
German 
world campaign for internal disorga­ 
nization in the nations with which it 
was, but confined them to the limited 
inland province which Great Russia 
proper has now become. 
Lenin, according to fitafiement* 
made public as soon 
as Trotsky’s 
spectacular device of "No peace—No 
war" failed, always was for peace on 
any German terms. 
He dominated 
the situation thereafter and conced­ 
ed everything that Germany asked. 
Nor did Trotsky cease to continue to 
obey the German orders delivered to 
him both by Gen. Hoffman, at Brest- 
Lttovsk and at Petrograd directly by 
the Russian division of the German 
General Staff, which was seated in 
Petrograd itself from November, and 
which was still there in full opera­ 
tion when I left Monday, March 4, 
the day that Petrograd received noti­ 
fication that peace had been signed 
at Brest-Litovsk by the Russian and 
German delegations. 
Trotsky, therefore, rests rightly 
under the accusation of having stag­ 
ed his theatrical scene as a climax 


to the Russian disorganization desir­ 
ed by Germany. The actual order he 
gave was for the immediate demobil­ 
ization of the Russian army, leaving 
the German Army unopposed. 
The actual effect of the work of 
the Bolsheviki leaders, moreover, was 
to enable Germany to combine 
its 
former army of the Russian front 
with its western army for the launch­ 
ing of its March offensive in France. 
Such has been the fruition of Rus­ 
sia’s German-directed Bolshevikism.

The committee on public infor­ 
mation, appointed by tho. president, 
and consisting of The 'secretary of 
state, secretary of war, secretary of 
the navy, and George Cmd, official 
censor, has mads public a mass of 
evidence dealing with German war 
practices which shows the kaiser's 
leaders rn the field and in command 
of captured points to be directly re­ 
sponsible jo r the beastliness which 
has characterized the operations of 
the “Huns” in the present conflict. 
Quotations from Vie pamphlet fol­ 
low: 
For many years leaders In every civ­ 
ilized nation have been trying to make 
warfare leas brutal The great land­ 
marks In this movement ara the Ge­ 
neva and Hague conventions. The for­ 
mer made rales as to the care of the 
sick and wounded and established the 
Rod Cross. At the first meeting at Ge­ 
neva. In 1884, It was agreed, and until 
the present war It has been taken for 
grunted, that the wounded, and the doc­ 
tors and nurses who cared for them. 
would be safe from all attacks by the 
enemy. 
The 
Hague 
conventions, 
drawn up In 1890 and 1907, made add! 
tlonal rales to soften the usages of war 
and especially to protect noncombat 
ants and conquered lands. Germany 
took a prominent part In these meet­ 
ings. and with the other nations sol­ 
emnly pledged her faith to keep all the 
rules except one article in the Hague 
regulations. 
This was article 44, 
which forbade the conqueror to force 
any of the conquered to'gjve informa­ 
tion. All the other rules and regula­ 
tions she accepted in the most binding 
manner. 
But Germany’s military leaders had 
no intention of keeping these solemn 
promises. 
They had been trained 
along different lines. 
Their leading 
generals for many years had been urg­ 
ing a policy of frightfulness. In the 
middle of the nineteenth century Von 
Clnusewitz was looked upon as the 
greatest military authority, add tho 
methods which he advocated were used 
by the Prussian army in its successful 
wars of 1866-1871. Consequently be­ 
cause these wars had been successful, 
the wisdom of Von Clans®wits* meth­ 
ods seemed to the Prussian army to bf 
fully proved. 
Policy cf Frightfulness. 
Now, the essence of Von Clausewittf 
teachings was that successful war in* 
volves the ruthless application of forcer 
In the opening chapter of his master 
work, "V oid Krlege" (“On War"), h« 
says: 
“Violence arms itself with the Inven­ 
tions of art and science. . . . Self- 
imposed restrictions, almost Impercep­ 
tible and hardly worth mentioning 
termed usages* of International law4 
accompany It without essentially Im­ 
pairing Its power. . . . Now, philan 
throplc souls might easily Imagine thai 
there Is a skillful method of disarm* 
lng or subduing an enemy withouj 
causing too much bloodshed, and thai 
this is the true tendency of the Ort ol 
war. However plausible this may ap 
pear. still It is an error which must be 
destroyed; for In such dangerous 
things as war, the errors which pro­ 
ceed from a spirit of ‘good-natured* 
ness* are precisely the worst. As th# 
use of physical force to the utmost ex* 
tent by no means excludes the co 
operation of the Intelligence, it follow# 
that he who uses force ruthlessly, with­ 
out regard to bloodshed, must obtain 
a superiority, lf his enemy does no! 
so nae it" 
In 1877-78, In the course of a series 
of articles upon “Military Necessity 
and H u m an ity General von Hartmans 
wrote, In the same spirit as Von Clan 
sewtts: 
“The enemy state must not be spared 
tho want and wretchedness of war I 
these are particularly useful in shat­ 
tering Its energy and subduing Its will.'1 
“Individual persons may be harshly 
dealt with when an example is made 
of them. Intended to serve as a warn­ 
ing. . . . Whenever a national war 
breaks out terrorism becomes a nec­ 
essary military principle."
